"The midnight Bun" la one of those 


tcemlngly" mysterious natural phenom- 
ena which eierclse'a perpetual charm, 
over" the popular Imagination,

northern part of Scandinavia has ac- 
quired for Itself tlie distinctive name 
of the "Land of the Midnight Bun," 
but tho title should be extended to lu- 
elude a' complete circuit of the earth 
along thb arctic circle.

visible near:the arctic' circle on the 
date of the summer solstice, which oc- 
curs about June 21,at the tluio when 
the BUD In Its apparent annual circuit 
oi the sky reaches its greatest north- 
ern declination; which means its great- 
est distance north of the equator. This 
.distance in angular measure la about 
' 23tt degrees, which Is precisely equal 
to the Inclination of the earth's axis 
of rotation from a perpendicular to the 
plane of Its.o'rbtt arouna1'tha sun; .-=-:.-.
